Jury Returns Verdict of Guilty in 
MacLachlin Murder Case at 
Whitbey 


Whitby, Ont., May 13.—The jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty at 5.57 
o'clock this afternoon in the Me- 
Lachlin murder case, George Tate 
Blackstock, K, C., for the crown, in 
4 maste aly arraignment said: 

“There are certain facts that both 
sides admit. The first is that this 
household was an unhappy one. You 
have heard how Archie McLachlan 
was happy anywhere else but with his 
wife and family. He ever‘maltreated 
his children. This was a miserably 
unhappy family. And yet at the corc- | 
ner’s inquest this man took the gospel 
of heaven in his hands and swore ne 
had no trouble with his wife on thate 
day or any other day, which is ad- 
mitted to be a miserable falsehood, 
And what was she, faithful, courage- 
ucsly noble, performing her duties, 23 
wife and mother though bortie d6wn 
by maladroit conduct of her unhappy 
spouse. And what was he, mean, mis- 


erable, dishonest, despicable men, 
the rotten apple in the barrel, which 
contaminated the whole lot; worth. 


less, abandoned man, whose conduct 
I'm sure I rightfully condemn. 
Stern Lesson of Law. 
“Sterner lessons are taught in the 
courts of law than from the pulpits, 
aud we have one of them here. It 
teaches us all how solicitious we 
should be for the wives and mothers 
of our families. The Crown is not 
affirming the impure relations exeis)- 
ing between this man and the young 
‘woman.

The jury was out one and a half hours, 

MacLachlin seemed dazed when the | 
judge sentenced him to be hanged, July 
13. He had to be supported by the town 
constable when leaving the dock, 

The crime for which MacLachlin must 
pay the penalty with his life was that 
of administering strychnine to his wife, 
and then burning down his house. The 
motive for the crime wae his infatuation 
lor a young woman named Mis6 Nix.

SUPPLY IN ALBERTA. 
Editor Bulletin. 

Sir,—I read with interest your yeé- 
terday’s editorial refewing to Mr. P. 
Burns’ suggestion that closed leases 
of large tracts of land should be given 
for the purpose of augmenting the 
availuble supply of beef. 

Mr. Burns’ experience in all phases 
of the cattle nindustry in Alberta has 
certainly been such as Ww give the 
greatest possiblé weight to any opin- 
ion he might express on a matter of 
this sort, and it is perhaps presump- 
tion for an ordinary citizen, who is 
neither cattleman nor farmer, to ques 
tion the soundness of such opinion. 
But at the risk of ‘being considered 
presumptuous, I would point out that

The great herds which onee roamed | 


the plains of Southern Alberta are as 
nothing compared with the number 
of cattle which might be produced on 
emall farms in the Edmonton district 
alone, when the country réaches a 
reasonable degree of development, uh- 
der an intelligent system of mixed 
farming. Without at present consid- 
ering our great hinterland along the 
Peace River, we have room for about 
200,000 farmers with a quarter section 
each. Allowing only five cattle for 
market from each farm, a very low 
estimate in view of the favorable con- 
ditions here, this would mean one 
million head annually, with a value 
of say fifty millions. And the pro- 
duction of these cattle is merely an 
ineident, a by-product, a3 it were, and 
in .no, way detracts from, but rather 
augments, the output of other pro- 
ducts of these farms. 


‘Provessor Thomas Shaw, an em- 
inent euthority, recently made a 
statement to the effect that alfalfa 


lands in Western Canada—that ia to 


say such lands #8 we thave in any 
direction about Edmonton—are — in- 
trinsically worth as much, acre for 
acre, as the highest priced lands in| 
the United States. That value will 
not be apparent, however, until the 


farms reach their full measure of pro- 
ductivity under a more advanced sys- 
tem of mixed farming, for which con- 
ditions are peculiarly favorable inthis 
portion of Alberta. 

It appears to me that we have not 
made the most of our opportunities 
in this respect. We are all fond of 
talking and writing about the amount 
and quality of the wheat and oats 
that our land will produce. How cf- 
ten do we tell anyone about the more 
valuable alfalfa, timothy, beef, butter 
and pork we can produce at the same 
time,

Edward’s Tomb 


Washington, D .C., May 18.—Upon 
the tomb of King Edward VII, will be 
placed a wreath made from ivy leaves 
from the Tom» of George Washington 
oak leaves from trees which the late 
King planted at Mount Vernon, and 
magnolia leaves from a tree planted 
by Washington himself at his historic 
home. 

Members of the Board of Regents 
of-the Grand Council, Mount Vernon 
Ladies association of the Union, met 
today in the banquet room of ote 
Mount Veinon home. Their first action 
was to adopt resolutions of sympathy 
for Queen Alexandra because of the 
death of King Edward. The resolution 
provided that a wreath from the 
tomb of Washington be forwarded 
to be placed upon the dead monarch’s 
tomb.

Great Demand for Tickets. 

New York, May 18.—British Consul 
Genetal Bennet announced today thet 
the demand for tickets for the mem- 
orial service on May 17 for King Ed: 
ward VII. is so great that not one m 
ten of the applicants who have sent 
in requests for tickets can be iurnish- 
ed with seats. Under these circum- 
stances, Dr. Manning, the Rector of 
Trinity, has kindly consented to have 
an additional service at Old St. Paul's 
chapel at the same hour as the Trinity 
service, to accommodate those who 
earinet find’ places at Trinity church. 
The service at St. Paul’s will be open 
to all without tickets. 

King George’s Busy Life. 

London, May 13—From a life of 
comparative, ease and, retirement 
King George sudderily, finds himself 
one of the hardest worked officials in 
the Kingdom, In addition to spending 
considerable time daily at Bucking- 
ham Palace, comforting his widowed 
mother, he has to attend. to multi- 
farious duties eénnected with receiv- 
ing and entertaining the royal guests 
and arranging the difficult details of 
the lying in state and the funeral 
of Edward VIL. 

Seven o’cloek each morning finds 
his Majesty already at his desk in 
Marlborough House. The lying in 
state involves a great addition to the 
work of arranging the program for 
the funeral, all the details of which 
will hardly be completed before Sun- 
day. The procession to Westminister 
hall on Tuesday for the lying in state 
will be almost on as great a seale as 
the funeral procession. The cortege 
will include King George and all the 
foreign soveteigns on jherseback,, and 
the Queen Mother and the royal ladies 
in carriages. The body will be receiv- 
ed by members of the house of lords 
and the house of commons, while the 
choirs of Westminster Abbey and the 
Chapel Royal and the band of the 
Coldstream. Guards will take part in 
the musical service. 

Business Will be Suspended. 

When the funeral procession starts 
on Fridey every tramear in London 
will come to a standstill for a quarter 
of an hour. It is also proposed that 
all the public houses in London should 
be closed while the procession is pass- 
ing. The Queen Mother herself has 
been exceedingly busy since the death 
of the King. She has received a great 
number of visitors, who have been 
privileged to enter the death chamber. 
These-included, besides most of the 
members of the cabinet and the lead- 
ers of the opposition, many ambas- 
sadors ond other officials connectei 
with “the court and prominent men 
who were the intimate friends of Ed- 
ward VII. A note of discord in ‘he 
universal mourning comes from Dub- 
lin} where at a meeting of the corpor- 
ation today seven members of the 
Sinn Feit society voted against the 
lord mayor's resolution to send a mes- 
sage of sympathy to the Queen Mother 
and the royal family. 

Ecdy Removed to Throne Room. 

{«ndon, May !5.—Borne on the 
sroulders of the -igit tall Grenadi-r 
sere ents King Edward, in his coffin, 
wis carried today from the de1 
c! ur ber to the threne room of Buck 
ingeam Palace, were it ‘ll lie in 
prisote state ‘"l Tuesday. On tha: 
tay it Will be removed to Westmin- 
ster Hall for last ; .blic view of the 
deoa monarch, 

Only the members of the Royal 
household, the diplomatic corps and 
intimate friends of the late sovereign 
will be admitted to the throne room, 
which has been given the air of a 
private chapel. An altar has been 
erected on the dais where the chairs 
of state ordinarily stand. 

The royal coffin was temporarily 
«pened this evening to allow the Duke 
end Duchess of Connaught to take 
their last look at the dead King. The 
King’s brother arrived in London 
tre + his Afriean trip and was met 
on his arrival by King George and 
Queen Mary. It is officially stated 
that court ladies will participate ‘a 
the funeral procession on Friday. 

Boundary Waters Commission. 

Ottawa, Ont., May 13.—Following 
the exchange at Washington of the 
formal ratifieations of the boundary 
waters treaty a declaration has been 
issued on behalf of the governments 
interested giving assent to the special 
conditions inserted in the treaty by 
the United States senate. In accord- 
ance with the understanding reached 
between the governments of the Uni- 
ted States and Canada, the former 
government will, during the present 
session of Congress, submit the legis- 
lation necessary to give effort to the 
treaty. Such legislation will provide 
for the payment of the United States 
members of the International Comimis- 
sion to be appointed to administer the 
fermia-of the troaty 


CANADA CLOSED TO BRITISH 
Morning Leader §&. Immi jon 
Restrictions Cum Extyrordinary 
‘Situation. ¥) 


Canadian Associated Press, 

London, Eng., May 13.—The Morn- 
ing Leader says the more one exan | 
ines the new situation which has been 
created by the recent order of Cana- 
dian immigration authorities, the 
clefrer it becomes that Canada’s in- 
tention is to bar her doors to the 
British artisan, So we have the ex- 
tractdinary situation of a British 
colony won with British blood, pro- 
tect by British arms and British 
ships, financed by British money and 
developed to a groat extent by British 
toil, closed to British men. 

The Daily Mails, says the Montreal 
board of trade anti-reciprocity reso- 
lutions will be welcomed here but at 
the same time the British public will 
do well to remember that fresh and 
strenuous efforts will be made to éver- 
come Canada’s repugnance to close 
trade relations with the United States. 


Laurier Sure to Come West. 

Ottawa, Ont., May 13.—The sugges- 
dion that Sir Wilfrid Laurier will at- 
tend the coronation of King George 
has not been discussed by the govern 
ment. The date of coronation has, 
of course, not been fixed although it 
may possibly take place in June of 
next year at the time of the next Im- 
erial conference. In that case “ir 

ilfrid will, of course, be present. 
In any evént there has been no ques- 
tion of any postponement of the pre- 
mier’s ‘western trip as planned for 
July and August next.

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INDIAN UPRISING 
FEARED IN MEXICO 


Governor Mills Appealed to By 
Judge McFee Who Says Mas- 
sacre is Imminent 


Fast Las Vegas, N. M., May 13.— 
Gen. E. A, Brook haa ordered Com- 
pany H. of the New Mexico Guard at 
Santa Fe to the scene of a serious 
Indian outbreak at the ancient Taos 
Pueblo, seventy miles northwest f 
here, The troops were, dispatched 
after an appeal had been made to 
Governor ‘Mills by Judge John R. Me- 
Fee, who declared that a massacre 
was imminent. This is the first out- 
break in this section sinee 1897. Com- 
pany H was until recently a ¢avaicy 
troop and is the crack militia orga 1i- 
zation of the territory. 

The prosecution of several Indians 
for infractions of the law is said i 
have caused the outbreak. Telephone 
and telegraph wires have been cut by 
the rengades. The Indians yester- 
day raided several homesteads norts 
of Tacs, out fences, drove Off catie 
and assaulted the wife and childrea 
of a homesteader, L. 8, Myers. Feel- 
ing at Taos against the Indians is in- 
tense. 

One Personal Assault. 

Intoxicated Indians from the Pue- 
blo of Tacs raided the ranches of 
homesteaders north of the town and 
are said to have driven off all the 
stock, after cutting the wires, The 
asseult on Mrs. Meyers and her ba‘y‘es 
i the only personal outrage of the 
kind that has thus far been reportei 
The Pucblos, being citizens of Now 
Mexico, are amenable to the ter” 
torial laws and no longer wards +f 
the United States, except in a restr c'- 
ed sense.

In the morning they will take saddle 
horses and ride across country to the 
scene of the Indian uprising at Taos 
Further comranies of militia will be 
prepared tonight and tomorrow morn- 
ing and be held in readiness for a 
hurried trip to Taos. The U. 8. at- 
torney for the Pueblo Indians, France's 
G. Wilson, who has’ returned from 
Taos, saic that the trouble arose over 
a settler named Meyers, fencing 'n 
Indian lands, and also a public road 
over those lands. The Indians had 
threatened to cut the fence but when 
Wilson left all was peaceable. Wil- 
son declares that he is convinced 
peace will soon be restored.

New York, May i8— The largest 
fastest and most powerful sea fighter 
in the American navy, the monster 
battleship Florida, was launched ‘»- 
day at the Brooklyn navy yard. The 
battleship is the first naval vessel 
built at a govertsient yard since the 
Connecticut was constructed at the 
Brooklyn yard some years ago, 

Thousands of spectators witnessed 
the launching. Long before the hour 
appointed for the event those persons 
| who were fortunate enough to obtain 
tickets of admission began to passa 
through the gates of the navy yard. 
Many who were not took places of 
vantage on housetops and factory 
/ roofs in the immediate vicinity of the 

| yard. Hundreds thronged Corleare’ 
Hook Park, on the Manhattan side of 
the, East river, from which a good 
view was obtained of the navy yard 
opposite. Many of the spectators took 
their places hours before the vessel 
slid from the ways, and they waited 

atiently until the ghip entered the 
rine. Even then fhey were loath to 
depart, many remaining for hours to 
watch the giant hull as it floated at 
anchor in mid-stream. 

The launching party, which was one 
of the largest and most distinguished 
| that evemgyitnessed a similar event in 
this country, was given a place upon 
the large platform, which had been 
built around the prow of the battle- 
ship. The State of Florida was repre- 
sented by a large official party, Secre- 
tary (Meyer and several of his assist- 
ants were on hand to represent the 
navy department, The navy itself was 
well represented by numerous officers 
of the battleships Michigan, Connee- 
ticut, Nebraska and Rhode Island, 1! 
of which are now in port here. tie
